rejected, an amendment by Senator 
France, of Marylandyproposirig that 
nothing, in the >biH should .impair the 
liberty 'or right1 of indivJdu'als- 'to 
publish or speak, "w.hat"is true,-with 
good motives! and justifiable .ends."

An amendment providing that no 


person who commits any offense" un- 
der the bill shall be eligible to hold 
public office and that any other per- 
son holding office shall be discharged 
upon proof of-guilt, was introduced 
by Senator Penrose. 


A statement attributed to George 


Creel, chairman of the committee on 
public information, that he would be 
"glad to his dying day that thi^ 
country was unprepared for war," 
was attacked during the debate on 
the Penrosc amendment.

OTTAWA— Radical recommenda- 


tions, already passed by the govern- 
ment-in.the form'of orders in coun- 
cil, have been^ubmitted to the im- 
perial authorrfieSj'TPremier Borden 
announced in the house last night.

prime minister of Canada. 


2—The British

3—No hereditary title shall 


hereafter be conferred upon a 
British subject-resident in Can- 
ada. 


4—Appropriate action shall 


be taken by the government to 
provide that after a prescribed 
period no title held by a British 
subject now or hereafter ordi- 
narily resident in Canada shall 
be recognized as having heredi- 
tary effect.

In preparation for another heavy infantry attack- in 


Picardy, German guns of all calibres are "roaring along a 
front of more than 100 miles from north of Arras to north 
of Soissons. The entire countryside is said to be rocking 
from the heavy detonations, but no infantry action has yet 
developed.

Bucquoy, jiorth-of Albert; south of the Somme and between 
Montdidier and Noyon.

Bucquoy, south of Arras, is on the northern end of the 


sector which the British defended so valiantly last week, 
the British here and* both to the north and south hold 
strong hill positions from which they command all ap- 
proaches. The Germans must widen the head of their wedge 
along'the Somme and it is believed they again will attempt 
toTdo it by attacks in the Bucquoy Brea.

Making the Window Box 


It is a very simple matter to make 


a window box by nailing together 
the narrow sides and ends and then 
nailing-the bottom onto these. The 
boards or strips used should be light 
in weight, about one-half inch 'thick, 
about 4 inches wide for sides and 
ends, and any width available for 
the bottom. The window box should 


.ruler, make rows crossways 2 .inches 
apart by pressing the edge down % 
to % inch. Distribute 8 or 10 seeds 
per inch in the rows and cover with 
rich soil or-fine sand. -Press down 
the soil again with the Apiece of board 
anj water carefully so there will be 
no leaking through the bottom. 


If a piece- of glass, is placed over 


the-box it will keep in the moisture 
and warmth and thus hasten germ- 
ination and cause rapid growth of 
the plants. Enough water must be 
given as required to keep the plants 
growing thriftily.

Set the box in any warm 
place 


until the seeds begin to sprout, then 
place it in the 'sunshine by a window. 


Take Out Surplus' Plants 


When the plants are from -an inch 


to an inch and a half high, they 
should be thinned to 1 or 2 inches 
apart in the row so as to give them 
space enough to make a strong, 
stocky growth. If it is desired to 
keep the plants which are thinned 
out, they may be set 2 inches apart 


turnip requires a rich soil and 


may be grown Cither as an early or 
late crop. For .-in early crop, sow 
the seeds in drills 12 to 18 inches 
apart as early in the sin-ing as the 
condition of the soil will permit. A 
half ounce of seed is sufficient for a 
100-foot row. 
After the plants ap- 


pear thin to about 3 inches apart. 
The roots will be ready for use be- 
fore hot weather. 


For late turnips, the seeds 
ara 


usually sown broadcast ' on. land

pothered until after the first frosts. 
They may be stored in banks or pits 
or in the outdoor cave or cellar, and 
keep best when kept rather cool.

CHIEF WAMPUM 


RELIC EXHIBITED 


An American flag with the stripes, 


but with the American eagle7 instead 
of the stars, is one. of-the relics of 
Chief Wampum, a noted Wisconsin 
Indian, now on exhibit at the State 
Historical museum. 
This flag was 


presented to the chief by President 
Andrew Jackson and has been care- 
fully treasured. The eagle is almost 
obliterated, but the stripes are quite 
clear and'distinguishable. 


Chief Wampum or Mexico, as 13 


is called, was. chief of the mixed In- 
dian village of Manitowqc Rapids in 
1839. He was prominent in Indian 
affairs and signed several' Indian 
treaties during his1 lifetime. 


Some of the'other relies_ of Chief 


Wampum" now. on exhibition at the 
museum are,'a..council pipe, his own 
pipe, his' head-dress, and his sash 
and garters. A medal presented to
